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THE SALT MONOPOLY. 


The withdrawal of ths salt monopoly from 
the Salt and Soda Company closes an im- 
{ | portant little chapter in the history of modern 
Egyptian finance, and the evolution of the 
concession will be of interest to many of our 
readers, especially at the present moment. 
Daring the early period of Ismail Pasha’s 
Khediviate, the Government sometimes under- 
took the distribution of salt to the population : 
at times the revenue was farmed. The price 
of salt was frequently changed, generally in 
the direction of inoreasing it. The results 
were apparently never satisfactory. The 
numerous abuses which had sprung up in the 
administration of the Department attracted 
the attention of the Commission of Inquiry 
which sat in 1878-79. It was then discovered 
that the ealt-tax had practically degenerated 
into a poll-tax, which was paid equally by 
those who consumed a great deal of salt, and 
by those who consumed little or none. Com- 
plaints, indeed, were received that in som: 
places, although the purchase-movey had been 
paid, no salt had been delivered for more 
than a year,

\t one time the supply was based on an 
sverage consamption of 25 lbs. per head—s 
igare which was about double the real rate. 
At alater period, the quantity was redaced to 
6} lbs. per head, but as the price was simal- 
saneously raised in proportion, the change was 
iwrtfal rather than beneficial to the people. 
Toe practical working of the system was sofii- 
siently indicated by the instractions which 
were issued to tha provincial authorities, who 
were told that, if the villages didnot take the 
prescribed amoant of salt, they “must, as is 
righ‘, punish ths villagas by inflicting a fine 
equal to the price of the salt which has not 
been taken, while obliging them at the same 
time to pay for the salt.” Redress against e 
obvious injasticeof this system was imp 
The Inspector General of Upper Egypt, 
being asked by the Commissioners to whom 
the tax-payer could address himself if he had 
any complaint to make in connection with this 
or other fiscal matters, replied with a naivity 
arising, without doabt, from long familiarity 
with a system which he considered both jast 
and natural, “Pour les impéts le fallah ne peut 
a¢ plaindre; il sait qu’on agit par ordre sapé- 
rieur: C'est le Gonvernement luiméme qui 
les réclame. A qui voulez-vous qu'il se plaigne.” 

As a consequence of the report of the 
Commission of Inqairy, some of the worst 
features of the system which had heretofore’ 
prevailed were removed during the period 
of the Daal Control. But it can scarcely bse 
said that the reform of this branch of the 
Administration was seriously taken in hand 
till some years later, when Mr. Hocker was 
appointed Director-General of the Salt Depart- 
ment. Under his auspices the consumption of 
salt had increased in 1899 from 33,000to0 50,000 
tons or from rather less than 4 kilos to 
rather more than 5 kilos per head of popn- 
lation. Although the price of salt had been 
redaced by 50 per cent., the revenue has 
since 1892—the first year in which it can 
be truly said that there was a complete 
absence of direct or indirect compulsion to 
purchase—been steadily growing. In 1904 
the consumption was 60,000 tons, and the 
net revenue £E. 82,000. 

It cannot be doubted thst one of the main 
defects of the old Egyptian régime was the 
excessive interference of the Government, and 
more especially of the Ruler of the State, 
in all the affairs of the country. Ismail Pasha 
not only attempted to administer every de- 
partment of the State in person, he msy 
almost be said to have monopolised the com- 
mercial enterprise of the country. He was 
the largest landowner, the largest shipowner, 
and the largest sugar manetacturer in 
Egypt. In fact he was omnipresent. In his 
endeavours to combine all these ‘separate 
fanctions in his ‘own person, he naturally 
failed to obtain success in any one of them. 
Daring the last few years the Egyptian Go- 
vernment, ‘mindfal of past errors, has en- 
deavoured gradually and pradently to divest 
itself of such fanctions as may more usefully 
be performed by private individuals, and to 
concentrate, its efforts on duties which, in a 
more healthy and advanced condition ot so- 
ciety, manifestly appertain to the State. In 
puravance of this policy, it was thought that 
in 1899 the time had arrived when the distriba- ° 
tion of salt to the population might with 
advantage cease to be carried oat through 
Government agency. In that year therefore 
8D arrangement was made under which the 
Government. monopoly was ceded to a British 
company, under the style of ths Egyptian 
Salt & Soda Company, Limited. The subse- 
quent history: of the compan) is too well 
known to need recapitalation. Bat now the 
Government find that the financial situation 
of the country is so satisfactory that the pre- 
sent salt monopoly is to be abolished, for, as 
Lord Cromer remarked in his last report, it is 
“one of the greatest of the remaining blots in 
the existing fiscal system.” At the same time 
the Government will endeavour to exercise 
great discretion, so as not to interfere with 
the present prosperity of the Salt & Soda 
Company, the sphere of whose industrial 
operations is 80 wide that the abolition of the 
monopoly should not affect its fature success 
ander ita present capable mansgement.

HIS MAJESTY’S SPEECH. 


PRESENTATION OF ADDRESS, 


( Gazette's Special Sorvice ). 


Lonpon, Novémber- 16. 

Yesterday's ceremony in the Guildhall on the 
occasion of the prerédtation ot an address by 
theCity of London to the King of the Hellenes 
was 8 very fine affair. There was a crowded} 
gathering, and the decorations were on a! 
splendid scale. 

King ‘George, accompanied es Prince and 
Princess Nicholas of Greece, with their guites, . 
drove from the Castle ‘to the Grest Western, 
terminus, attended by a travelling escort: of 
the 2nd Life Guards, and proceeded to. Pad-, 
dington, where an address from the borough off 
Paddirgton was preeented to’ his Majesty. On. 
the way to the City his Majesty also received’ 
addresres from the Corporation of Westminster, 
the Borough of Marylebone, and the Borough, 
of Holborn at Oxford-cirors. A procession o 
carrisges was formed, and the King of the 
Hellenes drove to the Guildhall, where he was’ 
received by the Lord Mayor and Corporation’ 
of the City, who presented him with an. 
address, previous to entertaining him to: 
luncheon. The address was enclosed in a 
magnificent gold casket, which was jwurmoanted 
by a fignre. of Britannia ceated in a’ claisic) 
Greck galley. His Majesty was ip the oni- 
form of a British Admiral and wore the i insignia, 
of the Garier. Princass Nicholas was dressed in: 
a sky Nice costume and carried a bouquet of 
pink roses and lilies. In their address of 
welcome the City Corporation referred to his 
Majesty's previous visit to the City 25 years 

0. 

At the luncheon which was sabeequently 
given the Lord Mayor spoke of Greece a8, 
accelerating the march of civilisation. In’ 
reply, King George said that the progress of 
his conntry had been enlarged. beyond all 
expecations. Greece, like Great Britain, looks 
to peace a3 the best guarantee of a nation’s 
progress. 

His Majesty was attended to and from the 
Guildhall by a Sovereign's escort of Royal 
Horze Gnsrds with Standard, and a Guard of 
Honor of the Honorable Artillery Company 
was mounted at the Guildhall. -The ronte to 
aod from Paddington Station and’ Guildhall 
was lined by troops. After lancheon the King 
of the Hellenes returned to Windsor Castle, 
leaving Paddington Station by special train at 
8 p.m.

THE RED~ SEA—NILE RAILWAY 
AND ITS RESULTS. 


_ 


A week or two ago there appeared in several 
of the London newspapers a modest little para- 
graph stating that the work of laying the rails 
on the Suakin-Berber railway had been com- 
pleted. In this nnobtrasive fashion was the 
economic independence of the Sadsn announc- 
éd. Iemail Pasha, when Khedive, realised 
that if Egypt was to maintain its hold on 
the Sadan the means of communication must 
be improved. Unfortunately, in his wish to 
bring the Sudan trade down the Nile, he 
was led to abandon its natural ontlet by 
the route from Suakin to Berber, and deter- 
mined to make a reilway along the Nile 
from Wady Halfs, past the cstaracta. On this 
project, which collapsed in ‘1877, half a mil- 
lion was spent on building fifty miles of rails, 
which ended en /air, or, rather, in the de 
sert. The Suakin-Berbsr line was later. on 
strongly advocated by General Gordon, and 
in 1885, after Gordon’s death, the Ministry 
of Mr. Gladstone actually authorised the con- 
straction of a railway to the Nile from 
Suakin; and a feeble start was made in the 
building of the line. Then Mr. Gladstone 
decided to abandon the Sudan, and the work 
came to an end—at considerable cost to the 
British taxpsyer. When at length the Sadsn 
was reconquered by Lord Kitchener, a rail- 
way, as all the world knows, was built across 
the desert from Wady Halfa to Khartoum, 
and the dream of Ismail realised after a 
quarter of a centary. The Khartoum line was 
built, however, for military purposes, and as 
a commercial highway it has been well-nigh 
useless, for it is impossible to firce trade 
into an uppatural channel. No one_ has re, 
cognised this more clearly than Lord Cromer, 
and to his determination to give the Sudan 
a chance of becoming self-supporting, to bring 
prosperity (and therefore happiness?) to iis in- 
habitants, wa owe the building of this line, Be- 
fore stating some cf the edvanteges which will 
result from its opening, a few particulars con- 
cerning the railway itse’f may be given. 

From Suakin (the present sea terminus) the 
line, which is in all 332 miles long, goes north, 
and then ascends the plateau, some 3,000 feet 
high, which rons parallel to the coast. The 
line then strikes south-west across the desert— 
there is a waterless stretch of over fifty miler 
—to the Atbara river, reached at a point 
about 20 miles below the janction of tbat 
stream with the Nile. The railway then rone 
by the side of ‘the Atbara antil it joins the 
Khartoum-Wacy Halfa line, a mile north of 
the Atbara Bridge. The steepest gradient is 
1 in 100, and the sharpest curve 5 degrees. 
Preparations for the construction of the line 
were begun in 1903, by the making of a quay 
and the erection of a steam crane and similar 
works at Soakin.. The actual building of the 
line Was .commenced in the middle of 1904. 
under the superintenderce of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Macauley. Work progressed simolta- 
neously at the Suakin and Atbara ends, thst 
from Saakin involving much blssting of rock, 
being much the slowest. This work was also 
delayed by the heavy rains and consequent 
wash-onts in the Suakin hills, bat by March 
last the heaviest section of the whole line war 
done. The greatest difficulties Colonel Ma- 
cauley had to overcome were the almost entire 
absence of a regular water supply and the 
scarcity of Jabour. The Bedoniv, as may be 
imagined, is not an ideal Jatourer,and employ- 
ment of these nomads did not prove saccess- 
ful. Men from Abyssinia have been used in 
the bridging work, bat the bulk of the manna) 
labour has been done by the Nile Valley 
Nubians and by fellaheen from Egypt. The 
total cost of the railway will be about 
£2,000,000, and the whole of tbe money has 
been provided out of the surplus revenues of 
Egypt. The line is expected to be opened for 
traffic early in the new year, 

It will be neticed that Suakin has keer 
described as the “present” sea terminus o! 
the railway. Soakin, though it bas been since 
the days ofthe Pharachs the chief seaport 
north of Massowah onthe western ehores of 
the Red Sea, is an inconvanient harbour, with 
& dangerous approach, and the Sudan Govern- 
ment last year dec'ded to eelect another site 
as their Red Sea outlet. The spot choser 
was Sheikh Bargout (“My lord shrimp”), » 
place about 45 miles north of Suakin, with 
a better harbour than the old port, and ar 
infinitely better water supply. Rechristened 
Port Sodan—which is a sscrifice of the pic- 
toresque—the new tewn has already s popu- 
lation of over 2,000, and the Sudan Govern- 
ment is busily building warehouses, Customs 
offices, a railway station, and all the thingr 
necessary to cope with the expected trade. 
So far, the goods for the railway have been 
taken to Suskin, but the Jaying of the rail; 
from the new barbour t> the point where 
the line spproacbes nearest to Sheikh Bar 
gont bas been begon, and should be finished 
by Christmas. Thereafter the deviation ¢ 
Suakin will beocme superfluous ; it is difficalt 
to see how the old port will continue to 
exist. 


_ It is almost impossible to exaggerate the 
important results expected to flow from th 
opening of this railway.

Will immensely cheapen the cost of fuel (coal ) 


at Khartoum, and thus will permit commercial 
developments impossible while, as at present, 
coal costs at Khartam eome £4 ton. Again, 
it will render possible the constraction of 
subsidiary railways in the fertile regions of the 
Sodan ;s branch line to Kassala, and a 
railway from Bl Obeid to Ed Dueim on the Nile 
are already contemplated. The Kassala line 
will tap a region rich in cereals ; that from El 
Obeid will enable the gam arabic of Kordofan 
to be put on the world’s markets at a consider- 
ably redaced price, while giving the merchants 
greater profit. Of more immediate importance 
is the line now being built, from Abou Hamed 
to the Dongola province ; by th's means it is 
believed that Dongola will capture the trade 
in cereals with Arabia. Besides all these things, 
there is the probability—the great probability 
—of the Sudan becoming a very large producer 
of cotton. 

It is a mistake to suppose, as is sometimes 
doze, that the new line will injure Egypt. It is 
not a question of taking trade away from 
Alexandria and traneferring it to the Red Sea 
porta, It is rather a question of creating a new 
trade, which but for the railway could not 
exist, Hitherto (save gum and ivory) scarcely 
an article produced in ths Sadan could be 
sold in the markets of Europe at a profit, 
being weighted with the cost of freight between 
Khartoom and Ezypt. And these same heavy 
freights have gone far to st'fle also the import 
trade. It cannot be doubted that the construc- 
tion of the Red Sea-Nile railway is a distinct 
step in making the Sudan self-supporting. The 
railway, in fact, should prove as beneficent for 
the Sudan as the constraction of the Assouan 
dam has proved beneficent for Beye oe
